But I wil} do it as a Repub- 
can. I don't care for any politica! fate; I 
have tolled for the public for twenty-five 
years and I do not purpose that my remain- 
ing years shall be given up to a dull consent 
to those conspiracies which would rob the 
people to multiply private wealth.“ 
Senator Dolliver’s speech was made in the 
course of a discussion of the provision of 
the sundry civil appropriations bill setting 
aside $250,000 to enable the president to 
gather information bearing upon the opera- 
tion of the new tariff law. 

Senator Clay's motion to strike out the 
provision was lost by @ party vote of 44 to 
18 Senator Dolliver and his fellow pro- 
gressives voting with the regular Repub- 
licans. The bill, carrying appropriations 
aggregating $116,000,000 then was passed. 


Makes Reply for All Insurgents. 

Senator Dolliver’s speech was the reply of 
the insurgent body in the senate to the 
charges of party disloyalty that have heen 
made against them. It was a direct chal- 
lenge not only to their opponents of lesser 
importance in the administration but to 
President Taft's well known intention to 
make the insurgents fall into line or be read 
out of the party. 

The president's name was mentioned fre- 
quently, and his speeches and policies of ad- 
Ministration were referred to as often and 
were handled without gloves. Mr. Dolliver 
declared there na longer is any freedom of 
conscience or of opinion such as had once 
made the Republican party strong.

Dr, John A. Morison Tells Why 
He Resigned His Charge. 


SAYS HE IS JUST CHURCHMAN 


Indieates Financier Is Needed in the 
First Presbyterian; 


* 


Uncompromteing antagonigm to conditions 
in Chicage which force pastors of centrally 
located churches to be institution heads, so- 
clety presidents, charity trustees, bond brok- 
erg, gymnasium directors, settlement work- 
ers, endowment solicitors, schoo] officials, 
and even bill collectors—such duties obscur- 
ing their work ag “ religionists —is regpon- 
sible for the resignation of the Rev. John 
Archibald Morison from the pulpit of the 
First Presbytérian church, the oldest re- 
ligious organization in Chicago. 

When Dr. Morison came here six years ago 
from @ church in St. Johns, N. B., he e- 
pected his salary would be paid to him for 
services ae a theologian and a preacher. 

At the end of his pastorate he tinds himself 
at the head of a dozen organizations devious 
in character, while each is regarded fully as 
important as duties of the pulpit. 


Theologian, Not a Banker. 

At his residence, 313 East Twenty-second 
street, Dr. Morison said last night: | 

“If I had wished to become a banker I 
would have studied banking. My great de- 
sire is toward theological attainment. I al- 
ready have academic training beyond the 
Average. I leave this work because I wish to 
study. I believe that greater good can be ac- 
complished through the classroom than from 
the platform of a metropolitan church. 

“I do not wish to spend my energy as an 
executive, as a promoter of this and that en- 
terprise. Fam essentially a religionist. There 
are many young men in the church who, 
though; not possessed of theological! attain- 
ment of the highest order, are equipped with 
a capacity for executive work. To such be- 

the pastorates of metropolitan 


Deplores Tendency of Day. 

Dr. Morison deplored the tendency of min- 
isters of the gospel to preach on topical sub- 
jects and said that the Sermon on the Mount 
should more often be the theme of pulpit 
discourse. 

He insisted that though there was a great 
demand in his parish for institutional work. 
hie congregation was not devoid of ap- 
preciation of spiritual! discourses. 

He seid that if a preacher entered the pul- 
pit of the First and attempted to deliver a dis- 
course on marriage or some frivolous topic 
he would not be invited to preach again. 

In Presbyterian church circles of Chicago 


the resignation of Dr. Morison caused sur- 


prise. It was not unezpected to the elders 
and trustees of the Firat Preehyterian church 
but. followed several conferences between 
these officials and the pastor. 


Men of Wealth Are Members, 

The church roster includes Ernest A. 
Hamill, Byron L. Smith, Marvin Hughitt, 8. 
Leonard Boyce, Charles Alling Jr., W. A. Me- 
Gee, Henry W. Dudley, Philo A. Otis, O. G. 
Williams, and many more men of wealth and 
influence. Marshall Field was a member at 
the time of his death. 

The church was organized in 1833. The 
Rev. John Henry Barrows, who was head 
of the world's parliament of religions held in 
Chicago during the world’s fair year, for- 
merly was the pastor. 

The resignation of Dr. Morison comes close 
on the action of the Rev. Hugh Morris, who 
was about to retire from the pulpit of the 
First Presbyteriap church in Evanston, but 
reconsidered his decision. The comment of 
both on church conditions in Chicago has 
caused a sensation in religious circles. 


Point Out the Conditions. 

Members of the First Presbyterian church, 
discussing the resignation, called attention 
to conditions leading up to it. 

The church edifice is located at Indiana 
avenue and Twenty-first street. This for- 
merly was one of the principal residence geo- 
tions in Chicago. Of recent years the en- 
croachment of business interests has driven 
the residents to the suburbs, 

This hag been true of a great many churches 
which not a great Many years ago flourished 
in the center of purely residence sections. 

As the parishioners were forced to seek 
homes elsewhere these churches have been 
forced to become institutional in character. 
According to Dr. Morison, this tendency ig 
wrong and not in consonance with the reel 
aim and purpose ot the church. 


Richer Church Is Neighbor. 

Only two blocks from the First church ig 
the Secand Presbyterian, of which the Rev. 
John Balcam Shaw is the pastor. This church 
has an endowment of $400,000 and super- 
vises as many seperate institutional interests 
as any organization in Chicago. 

The First church has an endowment of 
only $50,000, but covers ezactly the same 
territory and under pressure of metropolitan 
conditions is forced to compete in institu- 
tional work with the Second church.

Browne’s Letters Before Jury.

A letter was shown to the witnese dated 
June 9, from Browne to White. 

Mr. Forrest made no objection to the let- 
ter and it was offered in evidence and read. 
The point of the letter was that Browne 
stated to White: I expect to see you or 
have a visit with you some time within the 
next two weeksa”’ Then another letter was 
shown to the witness, which the witness 
stated he received from Mr. Browne, and was 
in Mr. Browne's handwriting. It was read to 
the jury by Mr. Wayman. This letter was 
dated June 13, 1909, from Browne to White, 
stating that he, Browne, would be in Chicago 
on Tuesday or Wednesday sure, and that he 
did not want to be bothered by other job 
hunters in Chicago, and that he would do his 
best to see White. 


Meets Browne in Briggs House. 


Mr. Wayman—Following the receipt of 
that letter of June 13 did you come to Chi- 
cago? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—And did you meet Lee O'Neil Browne 
in the Briggs house? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Where was he when you first saw him? 
‘A.—In the lobby of the hotel. 


+ Q.—What was hedoing? A.—Writing. 


Q.—What did you do? A.—I went to him 
and spoke to him. 

Q.—What did he say? A.—I said, Hello, 
Lee; how are you?“ 

Q.—What did he say? A.—He didn’t an- 
swer me for a little while, but finally looked 
up and said: How are you? Will see you 
in a few minutes.“ He cams to me and in- 
vited me in the buffet, and we had a drink 
in the buffet, and then he invited me in his 
room and we talked there for a while in re- 
gard to various legislative matters and 
amusements. I told him I though I would go 
to the theater, and he asked me if I had 
any money. I told him I had 83, and I 
thought that was enough. He gave me $50. 


Swears to Passing of Bribe. 

Q.—What did he say? A.—He said: There 
is $50; now don't go out and blow that all in; 
and you come to my room in the morning and 
I will give you the balance of the Lorimer 
money. This is $150. I gave you $100 in 
Springfield and this $50. and you come to my 
room tomorrow and I WIII give you the bal- 
ance of the Lorimer money.“ 
~ Q.—Did you go to his hotel room the follow- 
ing morning? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—What took place when you got into his 
room, what did he say to you? A.—He said 
he had been waiting for me, a little after 9 
o'clock when I was there. We talked for a 
little while and he counted off seventeen $50 
bills off of the roll and handed them to me 
and said: ‘* There is $850 with the $501 gave 
vou last night and the $100 I gave you at 
Springfield, that makes $1,000—all of your 
Lorimer money.” | 


Warns White to Be Cautious.

The letter was dated July 16, from Browne 
to White, in which Browne stated that he 
was awful sorry that he didnot meet him 
in St. Louis, but that he was took sick ” 
with ptomaine poisoning, but added: * hope 
you are happy and fairly prosperous.’ 

‘Another letter was introduced, to which 
Mr. Forrest took no exception, dated July 9, 
in which Browne urged White to telegraph 
the governor urging the selection of Doyle as 
a member of the charities board of control, 
and the witness, in response to questions by 
Mr. Wayman, stated that he did wire the 
governor to that effect after he got the letter. 

Mr. Wayman’s next question Drought the 
court fully up against the proposition that 
Mr. Wayman had been trying to get to all 
day. ‘The question was: 

In the conversation at St. Louis with 
Robert E. Wilson did he state to you who 
had sent him?” 

Mr. Forrest objected to the question and 
Mr. Wayman appealed to be heard fully on 
the entire matter. 

After long arguments the court sustained 
the objection of the defense. 


Wayman’s Opening Address. 

The morning session opened with ine ad- 
dress by Mr. Wayman. 

The state's attorney, in outlining his case to 
the jury, gave a sketch of White's story of 
being bribed and mentioned the corroborative 
incidents and witnesses which would be 
brought before the jury to prove that Whites 
accusations were true. He outlined for the 
jurors the sénatorial campaign at Spring- 
field, told of the senatorial deadiock, and the 
sudden change of more than fifty Democrats 
to the camp of Lorimer and his election 
therefrom. 

He led the jurors to the St. Nicholas hotel 
on the night of May 24, when White declarés 
that Browne took him to his room and asked 
the complaining witness if he could vote for 
Lorimer. On being told he coula, the state's 
attorney said that Browne checked White's 
name off a list and pledged the O' Fallon 
legislator to secrecy. Then Mr. Wayman 
plunged to a part of the bribery scandal not 
told before. 

„While White was still in Browne's room,“ 
he said, there was a knock on the door and 
the defendant, Browne, asked White to step 
into the bathroom, which White did. An- 
other person came into the room and there 
was a conversation between Browne and the 
newcomer. This man the evidenc will show 
was Representative H. J. C. Beckeme yer. 
from Clinton county, living at Carlyle. 


No “Chicken Feed.“ 


„After a short conversation Beckemeyer 
left the room and White emerged from the 
bathroom and continued his conversation 
with Browne. Later White went to his room 
and afterward went into the hall, where he 
saw Beckemeyer. The two engaged in a con- 
versation the nature of which I will not now 
relate, when Lee O’Neil Browne came up and 
said: 

Boys, get to bed. I don't want you 
to stand around in the hall this way, and-I 


the morning.’ 

In that conversation as the final word 
Browne said to White: 

Keep quiet; it will be all right and it 
will de no chicken feed either.“ 

Then the state's attorney recited the story 
of the balloting for Lorimer in the joint as- 
sembly and mentioned that Browne made 


deserted their party candidate to turn to 
the “blonde boss.” He related how White 
Went to Browne for money a few days later 
and refused a $100 bill given to him be- 
cause there were blue marks upon the cur- 
rency. He told how Browne went to the. 
clerk of the St. Nicholas hotel and got the 
bilk changed into currency of smaller de- 
nominations and gave the meney to White 
during a walk. 


Browne Expresses Defiance. 


In this walk.“ Mr. Wayman said, White 
noticed a man walking across the street from 
them and wanted to know of the defendant 
if the man was not following them, as he 
had seen the same person in the rotunda of 
the hotel a short time before. The defendant 
said: 

“*T’ve got a right to give you some money 
if I want to. It is none of his business.’ 

Mr. Wayman then told the story of the 
alleged payment of the bribe money at the 
Briggs house, in June. The first evening 
they met he asserted that White was handed 
$50 by Browne and told to return the next 
morning and he would be paid the balance of 
the “ Lorimer money.“ 

“The next morning White went to Browne's 
room in the Briggs house and after some dis- 
cussion on legislative matters, said the

White’s Morning Testimony. 

White, when he took the stand in the 
morning, prefaced his bribery testimony 
with a brief story of his life in reply to 
questions put by the state’s attorney. He 
quickly told of his elevation to the legisla- 
ture in November, 1006, from the position 
of a street car conductor in O'Fallon, and 
said that ft was the first political office he 
ever had held, Then followed the introduc- 
tion ot letters from Browne to White in 
which the new legislator was asked to sup- 
port Browne for minority leader, 

White told of attending meetings of the 
Browne faction in St. Louis Chicago, 
and of attending the Democratic caucus at 
Springfield in which he supported Browne 
‘and the Ottawa man was named as the 
minority leader. One of the letters of 
Browne to White instrueted the new man 
how to get raiiroad and Pullman transporta- 
tion from the Chicage railroad officials. Mr. 
Wayman then led the witness through the 
first. days of the legislative session and to 
‘the senator{fa} election. | 

White ‘said he voted fer Lawrence B 
Stringer, the Democratic candidate for sen- 
ator, on the first ballot, Then White was 
asked questions by Mr. Wayman concerning 
Browne's approaches in Lorimer's candi-

if necessary, detain such person over night 
or Sunday in the watch house or any other 
safe place or until they can be brought before 
the proper magistrate.

STEAMBOAT MEN ARE LOSERS 


Fight to Convert Stationary Into Draw 
Structure of Long Standing. 


Peoria, l., June 13.—[Spectal.]J—The pros- 
pective deep waterway from the great lakes 
to the gulf and the struggie of the Illinois 
river steamboat men to establish the navi- 
gability of the river to Starved Rock received 
a setback today. Judge N. E. Worthing 
of the Circuit court sustained the demurrer 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rai 
way company against the suit of D. M. Swain 
& Son, who spught to bave the stationary 
railroad bridge at La Salle converted into a 
draw bridge and thereby permit steamers 
to reach Utica, the mouth of the proposed 
deep waterway. An appeal will be taken, 


Long Drewn Out Litigation, 

Litigation against this bridge has been 
carried on for many years. The question 
has been brought up in congress and a reao- 
lution urging its removal or its conversion 
into a drawbridge has been adopted. It 
has been a topic before the Illinois legtsia- 
ture and investigation has been ordered. 

In his last speeches advocating immediate 
work on the deep waterway, Gov. Deneen 
| states that the river is navigable from 
| Grafton to Utica without taking into con- 
sideration this bridge, which since 1887 has 
formed the head of navigation. 


Suit Based on Personal Damage. 

The present sult is one based on a ques- 
tion of personal damage to D. M. Swain 4 
Son, who operate the La Salle and Peoria 
line of packet steamers. In September last 
this steamboat company filed a suit for 
$30,000 against the Burlington, alleging that 
it had lest that much business during the 
last six or seven years in not being permitted 
to bill freight or passengers through to 
Starved Rock and Ottawa. Exoursions, 
however, were transferred at La Salle to an 
interurban road, the boats being unable to

BUILDING FALLS; SCORE DBAD 


Collapse of Water Tank Causes 
Disaster in Montreal. 


YOUNG GIRL SAVES MANY. 


Clings to Ladder and Rescues Friends 
from Great Blaze. 


Montreal, Quebec, June 13.—[Special.J—At 
least twenty, possibly thirty, persons were 
killed today when thirty-five tons of steel 
and water plunged through five stories of the 
Montreal Herald building. The supports of 
the water tank on the roof gave way, “ erie 
ing the entire mass to fall. 

Fire, which followed the collapse of the five 
floors, added to the horror of the accident, 
many of the victims being penned beneath 
the fallen débris, unable to escape. It was 
} impossible to approach these victims until 
the blaze was put out, and it was hoursafter 
the accident before the first body was taken 
out. 

A young girl was the heroine of the dis- 


‘aster, and it was because of her nerve that 


nearly all of the girls employed in the bin- 
dery on the fourth floor escaped. When the 
first hook and ladder company arrived, a 
ladder was raised to the fourth floor, where 
a number of girls were standing in the win- 
dows ready to jump. The ladder came be- 
tween two windows, but the young heroine 
crept along a coping until she could reach is 
and then extended her arm to the others. 
Eight or ten girls were taken to safety by her. 
‘Then she: descended and fainted when she 
reached the bottom of the ladder. 


Dozen Injured Men Saved. 

A dozen injured, people were brought from 
the ruins by the firemen. Of these rescues 
that of Fred Vidal, a stereotyper, was the 
most daring. 

Half an hour after the firemen reached the 
building Vidal was heard groaning and was 
located under a girder from which he could 
not be dislodged. Despite the fact that the 
flames were coming near, three firemen began 
to cut it away and stuck to their task. 

In the crowd outside was Father Martin. 
When he heard of the tight against death he 
went into the building and administered the 
lest rites of the church to the semi-con- 
scious man. Finaliy, however, the beam was 
cut through and Vidal released. 


Survivors Have Narrow Escapes. 

The survivors tell of m 
The collapse 
many of those who escaped 
falling one and two floors. Thefi they were 
able to crawl through the dense dust to 
safety. The. majority sought safety by rush- 
ing to the front building, facing on Victoria 
square. 

Fortunately all the floore held for about 
thirty feet back from the front wall, and to 
this is due the fact that the death list does 
not run into the hundreds, for there were 
nearly 300 people in the building at the time. 

This is the sixth time in the last thirty-two 
years that the Herald has been burned out. 


HUNDREDS KILLED IN FLOODS 


Ahr Valley, in Eifel District of 


Germany, Is Water Swept. 


BIG CLOUDBURST IS CAUSE, 


Ten Houses in One Little Town Are 
Destroyed by Lightning. 


COLOGNE, Germany, June 13.—Great loss 
of life has occurred in the Ahr valley of the 
Eifel region as the result of a cloudburst on 
Sunday night. Late estimates place the total 
number of dead at 150. 


Ride of River Sudden. 

News of the catastrophe reached here 
today. Numerous storms in the region had 
made the stream unusually high, and as a 

ot an ynusually heavy downpour on 
y might the River Abr suddenly over- 
flowed. 

The greatest loss: of life occurred where 
two barracks containing Italian and Croa- 
tian laborers employed on the railway were 
swept away. The inmates were surprised in 
their sleep and were unable to help them 
selves. Thirty-seven bodies have been re- 
covered. 

Great Damage by Lightning. 

The flood caused enormous damage, com- 
pletely destroying the railway and devastat- 
ing several villages. Lightning struck in 
one village, destroying ten houses and seri- 
ously injuring four persons. 

The flood subsided early today as sudden- 
ly as it came, and the danger ie past. Many 
peasants, however, have lost everything and 
are dependent on charity. 


SPANISH PREMIER DEFIES POPE. 


Saye if Constitution Is Not Respected | 
in Relation to Non-Catholic Or- 
ders He Will Resign. 


MADRID, June 18.—Premier Canalejas de- 
clared in the chamber of deputies today: 

‘If the constitution is not respected I will 
resign.” 

The premier was warmly applauded dur- 
ing the course of his speech, in which he said 
he was undisturbed by the Vatican's pro- 
test against the recently issued royal decree 
authorizing the edifices of non-Catholic re- 
ligious orders to display the insignia of serv- 
ices and other ceremonies.

FRANCE TO ENLARGE NAVY? 


Premier Briand Plans to Ask for 
More New Dreadnoughts. 


IS IN FEAR OF GERMANY, 


Says Kaiser’s Activity on High Seas 
Constitutes Menace. 


PARIS, June 18.—Premier Briand is pre- 
pared to ask the chamber of deputies for 
appropriatione to provide the French navy 
with a number of additional dreadnougnhts. 
The premier has admitted that he is about 
to request the means to increase the naval 
strength of the republic and the manner 
of his admission leaves the impression that 
it is the increasing activity of Germany on 
the high seas that has actuated him. 

“You may have noticed,” the premier said 
in an interview today, “that the new king 
of ‘Belgium, a nation which, though not 
large, is wealthy, expressed a decided Ger- 
manistic feeling on his recent visit to Berlin. 
A Belgian. alliance would place at the dis- 
posal of Germany a valuable stretch of sea- 
coast. 


Kaiser Is Watched by Europe. 

“The aggressiveness of Kaiser Wilhelm 
is the key to European politicstoday. When 
Great Britain, France, and Russia banded 
themselves together it was toward Germany 
that they were looking. 

“Germany is overpopulated and needs 
colonies. Many of its dest sons are forced 
to renounce the fatherland, which does not 
provide them with sustenace. There must 
be a German outlet for the German over- 
flow. 


England Fears for France. 

“ Bismarck allowed England and France to 
divide Africa: Now any enlargement of 
German territory must be nearer home. 
England fears a German invasion of France 
as much as an invasion of England itself, 
and the fear is not groundless. A c.ever 
statesman recently wrote 

It is incontestable that the Kiel canal, 
the Emden docks, the German fleet of thirty 
cruisers, and the 4,000,000 mobilized soldiers 
have not been put in condition and equipped 
merely to realize a beautiful dream of uni- 
versal peace and a European confederation.’

upon the address to demand ap explanation of 
the course the government intended to follow 
in Egypt. He had seldom listened to a speech 
with greater pleasure, Sir Edward said. Its 
friendly intention, he said, was obvious, and, 
taken as a whole, it was the greatest compll- 
ment to the work of one country ever paid by 
a citisen of another. 

Sir Edward delivered his defense of the 
colonel with marked emphasis. Speaking of 
the situation in Egypt, Sir Edward said it 
Was not so serious as represented in some 
quarters. but that it was useless to try to con- 
ceal the fact that things were not satisfac- 
tory. N 
“ British occupation must continue,“ 1 
said in closing. It is not a question of 
British interests in Egypt. It ie simply this: 
We have gone on doing more and more good 
work there year after year. We cannot now 
abandon Egypt without bringing a disgrace 
upon ourselves. The agitation against Brit- 
ish occupation can lead to only one result 
namely: more aseertion of our authority.“ 


Balfour. Defends the Colonel. 

After J. M. Robertson, a radical extremist, 
had denounced the speech as an insult to 
the English people, the epeakers 
sprang to the defense of the colonel and a 
verbal battle raged all along the line. 

Former Premier Balfour, with much em- 
phasis, declared he had listened attentively 
to the former president at Guildhall and 
he had never in all his public experience 
heard a speech which wae less deserving 
of being called an insult. The utterance, 
he went on, was conspicuous for its sym- 
pathy and its broad knowledge of the situ- 
ation and contained no word that could rea- 
sonably be taken by the most sensitive 
Briton as objectionable. 

Continuing, Mr. Balfour, without mention- 
ing Col. Roosevelt, defended the policy which 
the latter had advocated in dealing with the 
Egyptian situation.

If, after full hearing, the commission shall 
be of the opinion that any rates, charges, 
classifications, regulations, or practices are 
unjust or unreasonable, it is émpowered to 
prescribe the just and reasonable rate, 
chargé, classification, regulation, or prac- 
tice AH orders of the commission, except 
orders for the payment of money, shall take 
effect within thirty days and continue in 
farce not exceeding two years. The commis- 
sion, after a hearing, may prescribe the just 
and reasonable proportion of a joint rate 
to be received by each party, thereto. 

As to new rates, the conference reports will 
recommend the adoption of the following

THE RIGHT KIND OF LEGISLATORS. 
President Underwood of the Erie road 
has definite ideas as to the men who would 
be the best lawmakers. He says: 


Put successful, honest business men in office and 
you will have no bad laws. Put theorists and fad- 
dists in office and you will have the spectacle, as 
we have had it, of a thousand bills of regulation 
aimed at the second largest industry in the world, 
with its ettendant panic and confusion. 


A legislature made up of successful bus-. 
iness men of average honesty would not 
pass many bad laws. No bills of the 
“regulator” type would be allowed to 
pass through. But there would be a pau- 
city of good laws, of reform measures. 
We see in Illinois and other states the 
impossibility of getting law reforms from 
legislatures largely made up of lawyers. 
It would be equally impossible to extort 
from a business men’s legislature legisla- 
tion to remedy evils existing in the busi- 
ness world. Ofte would not look to a legis- 
lature in which the mamufacturing inter 
ests were well represented for factory acts 
and employers’ liability laws. The aver- 
age successful business man is not quali- 
fied to deal with most legislative problems 
because of his limited stock of general 
information and attendant narrow, mind- 
edness. He knows his specialty and he 
thinks nothing else is deserving of consid- 
eration. Mr. Fvarts spoke once con- 
temptuously of “the stolid ignorance of 
the merchant princes of New York.” 

If the lawmakers of the last thirty 
years had been successful business men 
we should probably have had little of that 
railroad regulation of which Mr. Under- 
wood is sure we have had far too much. 
They might not have seen anything wrong 
in railroad practices which farmers con- 
demned. Oakes Ames was a successful 
business man in congress, and he distrib- 
uted Credit Mobilier stock among his col- 
leagues to help along railroad legislation 
he wanted. | 

The derided theorigt is the author of 
most.of our reforms. He is the impelling 
force of progressive legislation. We need 
him in the legiglature. The successful 
‘business man, when he is there, thinks 
first and last of his private interests. 
The theorist is a personally disinterested 
legislator.

The campaign for reason in the cele 
bration of the national holiday is pro- 
ducing results and unquestionably will 
reap them faster as the movement for 
providing sane, safe, and really appropri- 
ate modes of celebrating, such as the great 
pageant planned for Ohicago. 

But meanwhile it is to be noted that 
statistics show a surprising and disquiet- 
ing increase in the number of tetanus or 
lockjaw cases last year. Apropos of this 
fact the Journal urges the prompt use by 
physicians of tetanus antitoxin. “ Nothing 
less than thorough surgical cleansing, sup- 
plemented by a preventive dose of at least 
1,500 units of tetanus antitoxin,” says the 
Journal, “should suffice to satisfy the con- 
science of any physician. Certainly the 
experience of the last six years has been 
conclusive enough as to the almost abso- 
lute protection afforded by tetanus. anti- 
toxin when given early to patients with 
properly treated wounds of this kind.”

Close 
by is the battlefield of Pinkie, where the sec- 
ond Lord Elphinstone fell.

The thirteenth Lord Elphinstone was noted 
for his good looks and during the first two 
years that followed the accession of Queen 
Victoria fell in love with her. His devotion 
became so apparent that the government of 
the day thought it well to send the young 
peer, who was a captain of the horse guards, 
in command of the sovereign’s escort, and as 
such in almost constant attendance upon the 
royal lady, off to Indla, where he spent the 
remainder of his days. He served first as 
governor of Madras, and then of Bombay, 
rendering such splendid service during the 
great mutiny of 1857 that a-barony of the 
United Kingdom was added to his Scotch 
peerage, so as to give him a seat in the house 
of lords. He never lived, however, to take 
his seat in the gilded chamber, but died in 
India, unmarried. 

With regard to the future Lady Elphin- 
stone, her father, the fourteenth Earl of 
Strathmore, and of Kinghorne, and twenty- 
second Lord of Glamis, is the owner of Glamis 
castle, of hien so much has been written in 
connection with its former mystery.“ The 
latter no longer exists.

It ie quite true that a mystery at one 
time did exist, and it is understood to have 
been in connection with some human mon- 
strosity, or maniac son of the eleventh Earl 
of Strathmore, born in 1801, and, according 
to Scottish tradition, that earl’s eldest child, 
who should, strictly speaking, have succeed- 
ed to his father, instead of the latter's grand- 
child, offspring of his second son. 

In support of-this story, it is worth noting 
that nothing is recorded of the so-called 
‘‘Glamis mystery prior to thé nineteenth 
century, while during the last 100 years it 
has furnished the theme for no end of specu- 
lation. It may be pointed out that the old 
houses of the nebility of Great Britain, and 
of the continent of Europe, afford several well 
known instances where eldest sons born as 
‘monstrosities, or who have in their youth 
become dangerous lunatics, -have been quietly 
set aside, placed in secret confinement, and 
classed as dead, their birthright passing to 
the next heir. Perhaps the most notable case 
of this kind was that of the eldest son of 
the second Duke of Queensberry, in the reign 
of Queen Anne. 

Whoeever the uncanny occupant ef the se- 
‘eret chamber of Glamis castle may have 
been, it is umderstood that he died about a 
quarter of a century ago, when, curiously 
enough, one or two of the provinciai papers 
of the district briefly mentioned the demise of 
a Lord Glamis, who was certainly neither 
the present Earl of Strathmore, nor yet his 
eldest son. 

According to Sir Walter Scott, who fre- 
quently stayed at Glamis castle, Malcolm II., 
the King Duncan of Shakspeare's Mac- 
deth, was supposed to have been murdered 
‘in ohe of the rooms of the castle and Sir 
Walter, in writing about the matter, states, 
1 must own that as I heard the door of my 
own bedroom shut and my host’s footsteps 
‘die away, I began to feel myself too far from 
the living and somewhat too near the dead.’’ 
Sir Walter aleo relates how he was shown in 
the armory of the castle the suit of armor 
and the sword worn by Macbeth, and which 
are on view there to this day. 

— 

Nor are these the only tragedies and dramas 
‘that are linkéd with the history of this grand 
old castle,-which-for more than 600 years has 
‘been in the possession of the Lords Strath- 
more. Many of its owners have met with 
‘violent deaths, three of them, aH. brothers, 
succeeding one another in the hotiors of the 
house in this fashion. Most terrible of all 
‘was the fate of the wife of the sixth Lord 
Glamis, a sister of the then Earl of Angus. 
She was accused, together with her eldest 
‘gon, of designs against the life of King James 
V., by poison or witchcraft, with the intention 
ot restoring the house of Angus to the throne. 
Her principal accuser was her second son, a 
lad of 16. She was burned alive on Castle 
hilt at Edinburgh, as a witch, after being 
‘terribly tortured. Her eldest son, likewise 
condemned to death on the scaffold, was res- 
pited until he should have attained his ma- 
‘jority. Before that time arrived his younger 
brother had confessed that the whole story 
was a fabrication, and the young noble was 
released and restored to his estates and title, 
as the seventh Lom Glamis. 

Among the historic treasures of Glemis 
castle, is the watch which the young pre- 
‘tender left there under his pillow when he 
rode off with eighty of his companions after 
spending a couple of nights in the castle, on 
his way to Scene in 1716. The bed which he 
occupied is Hkewise in existence.

Unanimously Goes on ecard 

Against Chicago Dock and 
Canal Co.’s Plans. 


IS REPLY TO DEFIANCE. 


Following Attitude to City, Gov- 
ernment Will Be Asked to 
Withhold Permit. 


Unanimously the city council last evening 
put itself on record as opposed, so long as 
the tion maintains its present atti- 
tude of defiance toward municipa, author- 
ity, to the plans of the Chicago Dock ard 
Canal company for the constructicna of three 
big pliers north of the river's mouth. 

A resolution to that effect, and authorising 
@ special committee to protest against the 
granting’ of a federal permit to the com- 
pany and directing that the attorney general 
be requested to begin proceedings to test 
all the rights of the corporation, which was 
passed by the harbor commuitée ten days 
ago, was adopted by council without a dis- 
senting voice, 

Acting upon these instructions, the com- 
mittee, composed of Chairman Littler of the 
harbor committee, Chairman Foell of the 
finance committee, Corporation Counsel 
Brundage and Commissioner of Public 
Works Mullaney, will appear at a public 
hearing before Maj. Thomas H. Rees of the 
United States corps of engineers this morn- 
ing and request that federal sanction for the 
big dock plan be withheld until the corpora- 
tion has complied with the demands of the 
local government. 


Matter Decided at Capital. 

No decision will be made in the matter 
here, but Maj. Rees will forward copies of 
all the arguments in the heating together 
with his recommendation on the subject to 
the war department, where one of two ac- 
tions will be taken. Either Secretary of 
War Dickinson will issue a permit, which 
simply is an acknowledgment that the pro- 
posed docks do not constitute obstructions 
to navigation, or he will withhold passing 
on that question until actual building is more 
certain than now. 

Maj. Rees has asked that all the arguments 
to be presented in the hearing be reduced 
to writing and submitted in duplicate so that 
a copy of each document may be forwarded 
to Washington. He has not determined 
whether oral argument will be barred. No- 
tice was also received from Maj. Rees that 
tomorrow he will hold a hearing on the pro- 
prosed removal of the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated bridge below Jackson boulevard. 


Street Bureau Gets Authority. 


The council passed without debate the 
Civic Federation’s amendments to the code, 
which give to the bureau of streets com- 
plete and exclusive control over the repair- 
ing of streets. Heretofore the board of local 
improvements has had jurisdiction over new- 
ly paved streets during the five year guaran- 
tee period. At the same time the street 
bureau had the issuance of all street opening 
permits, and, in addition to this argument of 
colliding authorities, it was contended that 
the change would mean the wiping out ofa 
dual system of inspection and in a saving 
through the fact that the bureau has its own 
repair equipment, while the board had to let 
contracts for such work when a contractor 
failed to live up to his guarantee.

STEPSON OF FORTUNE™ can be heart- 
ily recommended as @ treat for a leisure 
hour. It will take you to London and 
introduced you to many makers of newspapers, 
books, and drama of the last part of the nine- 
teenth century. Your visit with figures in the 
world of journalism, Literature, and the the- 
ater may not be long, but you will see them 
in a characteristic ight. Your companion will 
be one Henry Murray, a man who wrote 80 
well and thought so clearly that he held high 
positions on various journals of note in the 
London capital, was commended and enter- 
tained by such men as George Meredith, and 
lived on intimate terms for the twelve years 
after their introduction with Robert Buchanan, 
two of which years were spent in Buchanan's 
own house, in the capacity, so Mr. Murray says, 
of “intellectual strop and chopping block.“ 

But wait a moment before lending too quick 
an assent to such a delightful trip as this 
would appear at a glance to be. A painful truth 
must be told, paintful, at least, to those who 
have 4 Philistine delight in traveling in coaches 
and dining where food is plentiful and services 
quick, Most of the time your companion will 
have no money and you may have to sleep “at 
the Inn of the Silver Moon.” His life is a suc- 
cession of passages from one new-born literary 
venture to another, of swift declines and sud- 
den deaths of patrons who are going to stage 
his plays or in other ways promote his fortunes, 
wherefore he writes himself down as “A Step- 
son of Fortune,” but in such splendid, vigor- 
ous, strong-winged flights of words that every 
page is a new delight. 

Fortune’s stepson is frankness personified. 
Without doubt she disowned him often or 
turned a cold shoulder upon him chiefly for his 
cutspokenness. He had a pen that could out- 
Buchanan Robert Buchanan, and did in many a 
magazine article. He also ventured to be witty 
at the expense of his daily bread, as when a 
phrase of his concerning the frequent change 
of editorship on the London edition of the New 
York Herald set London laughing. He was said 
to have stretched himself on two chairs in the 
subeditor's room, having previously given an 
office boy a shilling on condition that he woke 
me at a certain hour and told me in what 
quarter the wind was in and who was editing 
the Herald.”

There is not the slightest attempt at being 
smart in the volume, yet it is full of good 
things. This book,” says Mr. Murray, “is a 
record of my own personal experiences, and not 
a detailed study of the lives of other men— 
an autobiography, not a literary cinematograph 
of other personalities.” While plenty of other 
personalities are limned with artistic strokes, 
the book presents the life history of a man who 
had a stern upbringing by Scotch Calvinistic 
parents and as stern a disciplining by fortune 
as Was ever meted out to newspaper wight. 
Murray’s ambition was to be literary. He wrote 
books and plays that, even when they succeed- 
ed, brought money te all pockets but their 
author’s. 

The book is full of humor, grim enough when 
it concerns the author's own vicissitudes. For 
talk as you please, hunger and raggedness and 
precarious tenure of position aren't material 
which incline a sympathetic reader to laughter, 
however cleverly presented in a literary way. 
The episode of Murray’s hard hearted landlord 
turning a freezing woman out on the street on 
a terrible winter night is splendidly handled, as 
a bit of writing, but vitriolic in effect. Murray 
had been appealed to by the starving, freezing 
woman and had stolen into his room to get her 
food, when the landlord drove her out again 
into the night. There is a bit of London for 
you. Murray's sense of humor was invaluable, 
when fending for himself to get interviews and 
making copy out of current events in the metrop- 
olis, and his splendid journalistic powers make 
his descriptione of people and incidente most 
fascinating. 

If you are fond of human nature, like to 
probe for its springs of action, and enjoy the 
stir and movement and making of reputations in 
a great city, read “A Stepson of Fortune.’

ATANZARO, Calabria, Italy, April 7.—“If 
I had enough money I would prefer to 
live here.” So they say, and if you had 
been born in Catanzaro you would no 
doubt say the same thing. Of marquis’ 
palaces there are between five and ten in Catan- 
zaro. Authorities disagree. Of noble families 
there are perhaps fifty in all. Of really rich 
landowners there are twenty. These are hold- 
overs from the Spanish régime Fifteen of 
them own 90 per cent of all the land about 
Catanzaro. The remaining 10 per.cent is pul- 
verized. That is why they go to America—to 
get enough money to buy « piece of à lati- 
fundia. 

An interesting .process is taking place in 
‘Calabria. Formerly one either owned all the 
land in sight or none Land had no, monetary 
value because no* one had money to buy it. 
The landowners got enough out of it to keep 
the palace coat of arms in repair and spend 
most of their time in Naples, Rome, or abroad. 
and all of their time in idleness. The common 
people worked for these lazy descendants 
of Spanish nobles. They got enough out of it 
to keep alive but not enough to live. 


Emigration Teaches New Tricks. 


Emigration has taught them new tricks. 
of land. They no longer have to take off their 
hats to the landowners or beg them for the 
privilege of work. They emigrate, buy land, 
put wife or parents in charge, and go back. 
The second or third trip usually proves fatal. 
Certain that they can make both ends meet in 
the United States and outlive any crisis, they 
sell their little homes to those who prefer te 
remain. é 

Hence the double process; huge chunks of 
land are being powdered; the grains of powder 
are being gathered again into bits of three. four, 
and five acres. 

But the majority of the emigrants from Cat- 
anzaro are not and never were landowners. 
They are barbers, bakers, tailors, masons, stone- 
cutters, hodcarriers, push carters, wine venders 
—and the agent says that some of them were 
criminals. 

From the immediate vicinity 10,000 have emi- 
grated, three-fourths of whom were contadini. 
Their favorite cities are Pittsburg and Chicago. 
The workmen or general laborers go to New 
York, as a rule. Their chief haunt is Mul- 
berry street. About 200 have emigrated this 
year and as many more will go. During the 
crisis three years ago large numbers returned. 
Many have been to the United States three or 
four. times; some even half = dozen times. 


Farm Labor Poorly Paid. 


Agricultural peasants in the vicinity are still 
poorly paid, 20 cents a day representing the 
Average. Some earn as much as 40 cents. Even 
« if they remain in America but a few months, 
they return with more money than they could 
have earned during a year here. 

In Catanzaro proper ang the neighborin 
towns there are many new houses, built wi 
American money. They come home more “civy- 
I ilized : In some ways they are more economical. 
But. as a rule, their wants have increased and 
they spend more. Two or three hundred dollars 
is enough for land or for a house. 

Why do so many come back? 


“They get 
| No matter huw well they are doing 
in the United States they want to see their 
relatives and friends and often remain for 
months at a time. Many settle down again here, 
with no intention of returning to the United 
| States. Trachoma holds back about 5 per cent. 
Sixty per cent of the emigrants are illiterate, 
or, as the agent puts it, they are blind.“ 

* Emigrants are not well treated 
island, they tell me.

He ex- 
plained that as they will earn from $2 to $3 
a day in the United States and will spend only 
40 or 50 cents a day, they, will soon be able to 
repay the loan. 8 . : | 

Outside the office were several of the party. 
One had been in Columbus, O., which he thinks 
a “inice town”; another in Cumberland, Md.; a 
middle aged man with gray hair had spent 
seven years in Pittsburg. He has been home 
two years. He fails to see any difference be- 
tween the United States and Italy except money. 
They can earn more there, he says, and live as 
cheaply. “Tf I had plenty of money I would 
prefer to live here.” 

Another man joined us, who had spent seven 
years in West Virginia. He was forced home 
by the crisis. He was the best built man of the 
jöt. with an intelligent face and pleasing ap- 
pearance. He frankly admits that he prefers 
the United States, although,“ he says, there 
is little difference, as they are all Christians.“ 
He has spent the money he saved and has not 
even built a house. He admits that he has 
been prodigal. Hence his return. 

My guide begins to fidget. He says we will 
surely be beaten if we ask any more ques- 
tions. He says these people don’t understand 
why we should slop around this town in the 
mud and rain, trying to find out why people go 
to America and who they are. He says it is a 
mistake not to have “arms for fire.” 


House of a Returhed Laborer. 


In spite of their suspicion and my guide's 
caution we have made our way back and forth 
through the poorer quarters and into houses 
characteristic of emigrants. A typical house 
is that of a man who spent three and a half 
years in Cleveland. He was not at home, but 
we found his wife in a single room, about twelve 
feet square, opening upon a cobble paved court 
twelve feet square. The room has a tile floor, 
two iron beds, a sewing machine, cupboard, and 
six’ chairs. On the walls were religious chro- 
mos. Several feet of home made sausage hung 
from the ceiling. There were two little tables 
covered with oilcloth, one bearing a Madonna 
three feet high under a glass cover. The chill 
of the room is broken by a low circular copper 
pan of charcoal, similar to those I saw in 
Siclly. 

One corner of the roam is partitioned off. 
Within is an open hearth fireplace, where she 
does her cooking. Here was a little charcoal 
fire and five pots. They pay a monthly rental 
of $1.60, which includes the privilege of getting 
water at a nearby public fountain. 

The woman was extremely shy at first and re- 
fused to admit us. Even yet she has her doubts 
about us. She is short and fat and wore a 
black calico dress. The woman explained that 
her husband was section foreman of a railroad 
gang, with six men under him. He was threat- 
ened by a Black Hand gang of Italians, finally 
got scared, and came home.

When he reached Trenton Hamilton be- 
gan to mount higher and higher. .Here was 
the -worst spet of his journey...

‘tracks, and here was the possible danger 
of those erratic air currents that often fol-

Moreover, the railroad tracks were de- 
pressed in a deep cut and spanned by fre- 
Hamilton planned to go up 
2.000 feet in crossing Trenton. In fact, he 
rose only to abdut 500 feet. 

Now the traln was beginning to flit through 
the suburbs of Philacelphia. The crowds 
increased: until they hid—the, hillsides and 
fringed the roofs Hke black netting. Ham- 
Uton left.the course of the train to go to 
the aviation field. Instead of, alighting, 
he circled the field four times, slowly, to 
give the people 4 full chance to see him, and 
then settled with a dive that made those in 
the crowd catch’ their breath. 


Crowd Storms Aviator. 


Men, women, and children rushed for him 
as soon as he settled and it took all the bigger 
men of a big squat of mounted police to pro- 
tect him and hig machine. 

Hamilton stepped to earth, boyish and di- 
dent. Mayor Reyburn and Gov. Stuart were 
there to exchange messages for those car- 
ried by Hamilton from Gov. Hughes and 
Mayor Gaynor. Hamilton hurried away in 
an automobile for a cup of coffee as soon as 
he could dispense decently with the formal- 
ities. 

For luncheon Hamilton ate only a slice of 
cake and swallowed a cup of coffee. Then ha 
was back to the field and was off again be- 
fore the special train could be disentangled 
from the yard, where it was side tracked. 
It looked. like rain and Hamilton wished to 
take no chances But in his hurry he over- 
looked .a precaution that later cost him an 
unwillinig descent. He forgot to clean his 
spark plug.. 


123 Special Train Behind. 

There was no sign of anything wrong, how- 
ever, as he soared straight into the distance, 
and in five minutes he had vanished in the 
haze. 

The special train was ten minutes late in 
getting away. There followed the most ex- 
citing incident. of the day, at least for the 
spectators. For thirty minutes the special 
tore after the aeroplane at a speed sometimes 
touching seventy-five miles an hour before 
Hamiiton was sighted. In those thirty min- 
utes thirty-four miles were covered. 

At the end of the fortieth mile the train was 
abreast. of him, two miles to the east of 
Princeton Junction. Hamilton had a quar- 
tering. wind on the home trip and was making 
better time. In the first hour he covered 52.1 
miles. It was noticeable, however, when his 
exhaust became audible that his engine was 
missing again. - 


Loses Way in Néw J ersey. 

At Metuchen he swerved sharply to the 
southeast, away from the railroad tracks, 
and at Menio Park, two miles farther on, 
was lost to sight behind the trees. When 
last seen he seemed to be flying lower, as if 
stooping to a landing. Therefore it was no 
great surprise to find, when the train reached 
Jersey City, that Hamilton had not been re- 
ported. There followed an anxious hour of 
telephoning and speculation. Finally came 
this brief announcement dy telegraph to 
New Tork: Hamilton stuck in the swamps 
at South Amboy. 

The remainder of Hamilton’s flight. was 
patchwork, but it brought him safe home. 
On leaving South Amboy he headed east for 
Staten dsiand, crossed the Kill von Kull, 
whirled over the island, and a quarter ofan 
hour after he had started was in sight of his 
landing place. To the little knot of the faith- 
ful who had awaited him on, Governor's 1 
land he came into sight at 6:35, a speck on 
the darkening horizon.

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The crowd swarmed about him, but his first 
concern was to greet his wife, who ran up to 
kiss him. Then he lighted a cigaret. 

It was a great trip, said Hamilton. Of 
course I am sorry that I was not able to come 
to New York without a stop, and go en up the 
Hudson to Yonkere and back, to make a new 
world’s record for a flight without landing. 
But 1 feel satisfied. It was a good day's 
work. 

‘“siverything went in great shape on the 
way to Philadelphia. The engine worked 
well, and I kept along with the special train 
without trouble and reached Philadelphia 
just as T had planned. 

On the way back, I noticed that the motor 
was sluggish, some time before I decided 
that I must ‘descend. One of the cylinders 
missed flre and finally stopped working. Then 
a second cylinder went out of business. The 
engine did not respond well to the throttle. 
It lacked life and power and I decided that it 
would not de safe to attempt the remainder 
of the journey. 


Says It Was “a Great Trip.“ 

“I descended, as I thought, on Staten 
Island. At Metuchen, N. J., I had mistaken 
the. Lehigh Valley railroad tracks for the 
Pennsylvania tracks, and so lost my way. 
I passed over the Raritan river and thought 
it was the Kill Von Kull. When I reached 
the ground and they told me I was still in 
New Jersey. I could not beljeve it. It took 
me some time to get my bearings. 

The trouble with the motor was due sole- 
ly to the spark plugs. They were so dirty 
that they did not carry the spark into the 
cylinders. If I had cleaned them before I 
started out this morning I should have been 
able to complete the flight as I had planned. 

1 landed on what I thought was a field 
of grain, but when I struck ground I found 
there was water under it. I was in water 
and slush to my hips. When help came 
we picked up the machine and carried it to 
the ‘road. 

“TI might have been on my way again in 
an hour and a half, if it had not been for 
the crowd which collected. I don't know 
where all the people came from.

Investigation of an alleged “ trust, newly 
discovered, with a part of the inquiry cen- 
tered in Chicago, has been ordered by At- 
torney General Wickersham, The concern 
in whose wake government agents are seek- 
ing evidence of violations of the Sherman 
anti-trust law is declared to be the Great 
Lakes Towing company: According to re- 
ports, the Great Lakes Dredge and Dock 
company, the Dunham Towing company, and 
the Chicago Towing company may be in- 
‘volved in the investigation. 

Examination of the records of clearance 
and entrances of the Chicago custom house 
has been authorized by the attorney general 
for the purpose of obtaining some of the 
information wanted, Agents of the depart- 
ment of justice are reported to be already 
at work on this phase of the inquiry, al- 
though District Attorney Sims denied know!- 
edge of the investigation when questioned 
about it.

Increased Charge for Towing. 

According to the complaints that have been 
received, the associated towing companies 
have caused a tremendous increase in the 
charges for towing vessels. The rates 
charged for towing freight carrying vessels 
in and out of the Chicago and Calumet rivers. 
it is asserted, have trebled within the last 
few years. Upto three years ago there was 
free competition in the towing business. 
Then the Great Lakes company, it is de- 


clared, began the absorption of the business 


until only two or three ostensible rivals are 
left in the fleld, if they are really not in tha 
combination also. 

“If we are a trust, I don't know it,“ said 
General Manager Robert Young of the Dun- 
ham company. 1 do not know that our 
company is either owned or controlled by the 
Great Lakes Towing company or any other. 
Two other companies are operating in this 
port—the Chicago Towing company and the 
Great Lakes Dredge and Dock company. A 
charge of conspiracy in restraint of trade 
seems absurd.“ 

The Great Lakes Towing campany is a 
New Jersey corporation, capitalized at 
$5,000,000, half the stock being preferred ana 
half common. Its headquarters is at Cleve- 
land. Edward Smith fs president. 


Blame Put on Congressman. 

At the genera! office of the company yes- 
terday it was said the dispatches from Wash- 
ington gave the company Officia!s the first in- 
timation they had of any proposed action on 
the part of the government under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. M. H. Wardwell, the 
secretary, said: 

The government is at liberty to have from 
the company any information it desires. For 
eeveral years the department of commerce 
and tabor has been asking for information, 
which it received, and one time the depart- 
mant of justice made an investigation. 

Talk of a suit was started in 1902 during 
the strike of the licensed tugmen, when the 
tugmen probably made some complaint. I 
believe the matter has been stirred up again 
through a certain congress man who owes us 
$3.000, which we have been trying to collect 
since 1903. That was for service in raising a 
boat which he owned and which sunk in 1903. 
This matter is on record in a suit in the fed- 
eral court at Detroit. 


PRESIDENT OF B. & 0. THINKS 
U. S. WILL TAKE RAILROADS. 


Believes Trend Is in This Direction 
and Feare That This Will Have a 
Bad Tendency. 


Deer Park, Md., June 13.—That govern- 
ment ownership of railroads will be the 
outcome of the trend of congressional legis- 
lation is the opinion of President Daniel 
Willard of the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, 
expressed today at a conference here of the 
company's officials. 

Mr. Willard said he did not believe such a 
result would be to the best interests of the 
country, for, on the basis of rates and 
service, governmental ownership, or even 
exacting regulation, had not been proved to 
be such abroad. 

Freight rates, he declared, were far lower 
here than in any country, and had been 
going downward in face of the reverse as 
to operating expenses. 

Mr. Willard announced that the policy of 
his administration was to be a recognition 
of the changed conditions regarding super- 
vision of railroads, and a strict adherence to 
the statutes so long as their validity was 
undisturbed by judicial declaration of un- 
constitutionality. 


BUYERS STILL HOLD ALOOF 
IN THE DRY GOODS MARKET. 


Business in New York Opens Quietly— 
New Prices Quoted in Chicago May 
Result in More Activity. 


New York, June 13.—[Special.]—So far as 
business is concerned, the week opened qulet- 
ly in the primary cotton goods market. Buy- 
ers de not seem to be any more disposed to 
place orders than they were last month, evi- 
dently looking for lower prices. Reports were 
received in this market this afternoon to the 
effect that prominent dry goods houses in 
Chicago had made reductions in general lines 
of merchandise ranging from 5 to 30 per cent 
for their coming clearance sales. 

According to the advices the new prices will be in 
force tomorrow on all lines of cotton goods and 
open stocks. The semi-annual clearance uales in 
jobbing establishments here will not start much 
before the last week in June, and whether jobbers 
will feel like making cuts of such radical character 
remains to be seen. Stocks on hand for spot or 
nearby delivery are decidedly small, and should

Sims Would Stop Transportation 
Until Tariffs Are Given. 


PFAELZER CONTRACT CITED. 


Defendants’ Attorneys Will Turn Over 
Schedules, if They Lose. 


The delayed suit of the government against 
the Union Stockyards company and allied 
interests charging rebating and violations 
of the Hepburn law in failing to file reports 
and tariffs of freight rates on live stock with 
the interstate commerce commission was filed 
yesterday in the United States Circuit court 


by District Attorney Sims. 

It was signed by Attorney General Wicker- 
sham, Assistant Attorney General W. 5. Ken- 
yon, Mr. Sims, and -villiam E. Lamb, an at- 
torney for the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. Defendants named in the bil! are: 

The Union. Stockyard and Transit company. 

The Chicago Junction railway. 

The Union Stockyards company. 

David, Abe, and Jones IL. Pfaelzer, doing bus 
ness under the firm name of Loule Pfaelzer & Sons. 

The important question to be settled is 
whether concerns like the Union Stockyards 
company, operating railroads wholly with- 
in a state, but in connection with connecting 
lines engaged in interstate commerce, are 
subject to regulation by the interstate com- 
merce commission a 

Injunction Is Asked. 

The prayer of the Dill is that upon fina! 
hearing the stockyarde company and the Chi- 
cago Junction railway be enjoined from en- 
gaging in the transportation of property in 
interstate commerce until they have filed 
their reports and lawful tariffs of charges 
with the commission, or that the court iseue a 
mandatory injunction requiring them to file 
tariffs. and that the stotckyards company be 
permanently enjoined from carrying out the 
termes of its contract with Louls Pfaelzer & 
Sons providing for the payment of a bonus of 
$50,000 * ostensibly for the purpose of en- 
couraging, developing. and retaining at or 
near the stockyards the business of the 
packing firm for a period of fifteen years. 

The payment of this money in accordance 
with the terms of the contract, it is alleged, 
‘* will constitute in effect a rebate and unlaw- 
ful discrimination,” as a bay ment of money 
by an interstate carrier to a shipper of prop- 
erty whereby the property of the shipper will 
be transported in interstate commerce at less 
rates and charges than are exacted by such 
carrier from other persons for the same serv- 
ice.’ 

Will File Tariffs if Suit Is Loet. 

„It is a case of honest difference of opin- 
ion between us and the government.” said 
Ralph M. Shaw, attorney for the stockyards 
and Chicago Junction compan:es. We think 
the two companies are not within the juris- 
diction of the interstate commerce com mis- 
sion. The Pfeelzer contract refers to an 
agreement to contribute to a new plant. The 
firm had closed up and threatened to leave the 
city. We believe we have the right to help 
establish a new enterprise or to aid an old 
one, and that the payment has nothing to 
do with rates, tariffs. or rebates. If we lose 
we will file tariffs and will not pay the

Temperatures were higher over 
the northwest, following recent rains, and 
this made the conditions nearly perfect for 
the spring crop. Bright weather over the 
southwest was favorable for the early har- 
- vests. 

The trade had dispatches from southern 
Miinois and Missouri points declaring that 
the wheat would be ready to harvest in an- 
ether ten days. The southwest markets felt 
‘the bearish effects of the new harvests and 
the anticipated movement of wheat to mar- 
ket.

COTTON PRICES ARE VARIED, 
SHOWING LOSSES AND GAINS. 


New Crop Holds Practically Steady 
Throughout the Day of Trading in 
New Tork. 


New York, June 13.—The cotton market 
Was quiet as a rule today and fluctuations 
were irregular within a range of about ten 
points on most quotations. The close was 
steady net 4 pogirts lower to 4 points higher, 
the new crop having been relatively steady 
all day. 

The market opened at a decline of 3 to 5 
points on the old crop in response to disap- 
pointing cables, while the new crop was 1 
point lower to 1 point higher, being relatively 
steady here as in Liverpool, on some scat- 
tered covering which was attributed to the 
continued rain in the eastern helt. 
At first there was little sign of 
bull support and soon after the open- 
ing prices eased off to a net loss of about 
Nals points on the old crop, under liquidation and 
bear pressure, encouraged by reports of increased 
curtailment among domestic mills. 

The new crop worked off to a net loss of about 
5@6. points in sympathy, but selling of other posi- 
tlons was restricted by the talk cf grassy ficlds 
as a result of the wet weather in central and 
eastern sections of the belt, and when the bulls 
began to support the old crop prices recovered 
readily. 

During the middle of the day the market 
showed practically no feature, but became a little 
more active and firmer in the last hour on cover- 
ing. The close was at practically the best point 
of the day, Auguet having sold up from 14.47c to 
11. e. while other positions rallied some 7 to 10 
points from the lowest. Detailed weather reports 
indicated the rainfall over Sunday in the eastern 
belt had been heavy at a number of stations but 
ctherwise conditions seemed favorable.

Market Cause Reduetion of 
from 10 to 25 Cents. 


SPRING LAMBS DECLINE. 


Disregarded Until Holders Coax 
Attention of Buyers with 
Sharp Reduction. 


Heavy receipts knocked the props from 
under the cattle and hog market yesterday 
and recessions of 10c to 8e were made in 
prices before a clearance of the arrivals could 
be effected. Spring lambs: also: suffered a 
break of 25c and there was an unevenly lower 
market for fed lambs, but prime heavy sheep 
were not in excessive supply and seles of 
fancy offerings were made at an advance of 
100 from last week’s closing prices. 

The sudden rise in temperatures had a 
deadening influence on the activities of ihe 
buyers and the trade in all branches of the 
market had a sluggish undertone. Receipts 
included many loads of prime beeves and 
sales were made at up to $8.75. Hogs topped 
at $9.50, but closed at $9.40 for the best. 

One small lot of spring lambs reached $8.65, but 
the legitimate top for full load lots was §9.50. 
Prime fed western wethers sold up to $6.25. 


CATTLE. 


Receipts of 25,000 cattle exceeded all expectations 
and included a more liberal supply of fancy, fat, 
corn fed beeves than have been offered for sale 
here on any day in many weeks. The liberality of 
the run made buyers bearish and warm weather 
added to this sentiment, as the cattle were drinking 
an abundance of water and it was the desire of the 
buyers to discount this added weight by securing 
reductions in prices. 

Practically all the buyers had their bids pegged 
at a flat 25c lower at the start, but secured no good 
steers at so large a reduction during the early trade 
and had to pay up to within 10618 of last week s 
closing figures for the big bulk of their purchases.
